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PREFACE 


The fourth volume of Ihe Catalogue oj Sanskrit Manuscripts 
from No. 3078 to 3132 is now presented to the public. I 
have ventured to call il a volume on Ihstortf and Gcogra phjf* 
This m i oh t seem si range to the ear of Oriental scholars who 
always lament the paucity of historical works in Sanskrit. 
The works described in tins volume are mostly lit Ik* known 
to tin* public and it will appear so. as then* are few Catalogue 
references given in this volume. 

The* first work t nailed of in this volume is “ Ram a car it a in’’ 
by Sandhyakarn Nandi, written about the end of the 11th 
cent.urv A. IX It gives fin* history of three generations 
of Pala kings of Bengal. It is accompanied by a commentary 
for a canto and a half. Hie rest of the work not being commen- 
ted upon. The work is rather difficult to understand without 
a commentary because it is written throughout in doublc-en- 
tnulrc, giving, on the one hand, the story of Hamavana and 
on the other, that of Rfunapfdadcva, a Pfila King of Bengal. 
Attempt was made by certain Bengali scbolais 1o prepare 
a commentary of the uncomment ed portion of the work, but 
as the history of Bengal of that period is absolutely unknown, 
the attempt failed. But I need not dilate on this work as it 
has been published in the Memoirs of tin* Asiatic society of 
Bengal, Vol. IIT, No. 1, and as it froms the basis of many 
histories of the Pala Dynasty that have appeared after its 
publication. 

The second work is “ Hammlracaritam” by Nayacandra 
Suri, a Jaina writer, giving the history Hamnnra Cauhana, the 
Raja of Ranastambhapura (iw/^o-Rintamborc), the strong- 
est hill-fort in India, now in the Jaipur state. Hamrnlra 
fought gallantly in the defence of his kingdom against Ala- 
uddiri Khilji during the closing years of the 13th century 
A.D. 



The third Ms. (No. 3079) is a history by Vasudeva 
Rath Somayaji, which gives an account of the Gahga family 
of Kings in Orissa, who ruled that country from the middle 
of the 11th century to the middle of the 15th. 

The fourth work, Bhojaprabandha ( No. 3081 ) gives a 
fabulous account of King Bhoja of Dliara. The next two 
works give the history of Prthviraja and Mftnasimha, Rajas 
of Amber (mod. Jaipur) in the 15th and 1611) centuries res- 
pectively. The former is well known as the first great King 
of Jaipur, who divided his kingdom amongst his twelve sons. 
The division is called Bara-kotharT. The latter is the well- 
known general of Akbar and Jehangir, who pacified and settled 
Bengal, and helped his masters in most of their wars, through- 
out India. 

No. 308 1< is “Surjanacaritam” by Candrasekhara of Bengal. 
Surjana was the Raja of Ranastambhapura in Akbar’s time. 
Akbar took the fort from him, not in war, but by exchange. 
He gave the whole of HadavatJ to Surjana as his Svaraja, and 
made him the Jagirdar of Benares, with his capital at Chunar. 
He had a daughter who consecrated a temple at Benares to 
Pltambara, the yellow-clothed Krsna. No. 3085 gives the 
story of the consecration. 

No. 3086 gives the story of the consecration of the Phallic 
emblem of Siva by Devakumari, mother of Samgrama-Simha, 
the Rana of Udavapura. in the 18th century. 

No. 3087 gives the history of Sevai Jayasimha, King of 
Jaipur in the beginning of the 18th century. 

6( Sivaraja-rajyabhiscka-Kalpataru” (No. 3088) gives an ac- 
count of the coronation of Sivajl, the founder of the Mahratta 
greatness. No. 3089 is the history of Chet Singh, the Raja 
of Benares, who was dispossessed by Warren Hastings, the 
first Governor-General of India. 

“ Rajaval!” ( No. 3090) gives the names of prominent Kings 
of India down to the year 1754 A.D., when ilamgir II was 
the nominal Emperor of India. The last work on history

( No. 3091) treats of the administration of Prntapa Siva, des- 
cendant of Sivaji to whom Sit aril was restored by the British 
Government after the last Mahr^tta war in 1818, and after 
their annexation of Peshwa’s territories to the Government 
of Bombay. 

The second section of this volume treats of Geography and 
Gazetteer . The names of 50 countries of India are mentioned 
with their extent, in “ Satpanoaiaddesavibhaga’’ ( No. 3092). 
Fragments of a Gazetteer work, entitled Desavallvivrti’' are 
given in No. 3093. It was composed by Jaganmohana Pandit 
under the patronage of Vijjala Bhupati, a Cauhana Raja of 
four Pargannas, round Patna, in the 17th century. The 
fragments give descriptions of Patalipulradesa, Ranaslain- 
bhadesa, Bundeladesa, Jfangadcsa, Varadayogiindesu, Vakala- 
Candradvlpa, Bhupaladesa, Sarayuparadesa, Kosaladesa, 
Avadhidesa, (mod. Oudh), Alapasimhadesa, Manatadesa in 
lladha, Ahgadcsa, Sagaradesa, Varcndradesa, Dungurapura- 
desa, Hedambadcsa, Gadhidesa, Tamralipta, Asamadesa, and 
Visnupura. In giving descriptions of these countries the au- 
thor gives legendary accounts, recent history, character of the 
people, character of the products of the country and other 
interesting information about them. There are bigger frag- 
ments of Desavallvivrti and other and older Gazetteer works 
in the Ms. collection of the Sanskrit College, Calcutta. 

The third section of this volume treats of Genealogies. The 
genealogy of the Bengali Brahmins of the Radha country, 
the “ Mahavamsavali ” of Dhruvananda, the most important 
heraldic work of the higher class Radhlya Brahmins is repre- 
sented in four numbers from No. 3090-3099. In the Vamsavall 
only the highest Kullna Brahmins are treated of, namely, the 
Banerjis, Chatterjis, Mukherjis, Gangulies and Kahjilalas. 
They rarely have anything to do with Brahmins who are not 
Kullnas. The genealogy of the higher classes of the Vaidya 
Caste is represented in two manuscripts, No. 3100 and 3100A. 
one of them being compiled by our late Resident Pandit, 
Pandit Mathuranath Mazumdar. The genealogical works are 
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not confined to Bengal. There are works treating of the Sesa 
family hailing from the south, Gauda Brahmins, Modhas, 
Kanojiyas and Bhrgus. These are represented in the Nos. from 
3101 to 3100. The Nepal Vamsavali is represented in 3107. 

The fourth section of this Catalogue treats of Biographies 
and Panegyrics. Nrsiinhasrama .was a great figure in the 10th 
century. lie, as a travelling monk, was respected through- 
out, the country. Tn many parts of India his word was law. 
The Musalman rulers also respected him, and at his request, 
•remitted pilgrim taxes and prohibited the slaughter of cows. He 
used to get large sums of money from wealthy people all over 
India, but he never kept anything for himself. lie was a 
Tfmtrie V ogT, and as such, is io be differentiated from his 
name-sake Nrsiinhasrama, l he well-known Vedfmtie teacher 
and writer, who also was his contemporary. In the 17th 
century there was a very great Sannvas! at Benares. II is 
name was Vielyfmielhi and his title' Kavindra. He seems 
to have come from the Nizamsfihi dominions on the Goda- 
vari alter their elest ruction by the Moguls. lie wa£ very 
wealthy and very learned and had a big library of well writte n 
Sanskrit Mss. 1I< ' was tin* patron e>f ail students. With a 
large retinue of followers he approached Emperor Shah .Tehan 
at Agra and by his eloquence and learning obtained, from His 
Majesty, the remission e>f all pilgrim taxes in Benares and 
Prayaga. The Emperor was so much ple*aseel with him that he 
conferred upon him the tit Ic of * t Sarvavidyanidhana-KavIndra- 
Sarasvati.” When he came back to Benares, Addresses poured 
on him from all sides. Hi s treasurer collected these Addresses 
and edited them. Two collections of these Addresses arc 
represented in Nos. 3110 and 3111. 

Laksmlnarayana, surnamed Kavi , was a prominent figure in 
Benares during tlie last half of the last century. His bio- 
graphy, written by one of his admirers is to be found in No. 
3113. 

The fifth and the last section of this Catalogue treats of 



the founders of the various religious sects in India. The story 
of Sankaracaryya is represented in No. 31 14 and 3115, and 
that of Ramanuja in 3110. One of the Gurus of the Madhva 
sect, named Satyanatha, is treated of in 3117. The succession 
of Gurus of the Nlmbaditya sect, has been given in No. 3118, 
and the biography of Vallabha in Nos. 3119 and 3120. 

‘ 4 Sampradayapradipa” (Nos. 3121-23) gives the history of the 
rising of the Vaisnava sects in opposition to the doctrines of 
Sankaracaryya, which the Vaisnavas considered as a disguised 
form of Buddhist ideas. This work contains a verse which 
is very important for the Vaisnava sects— 

44 IJtpanna Dravide Bhaktih Vrddhim Karnatake gatfi I 
Kvaeit kvaeit Maharastre Gurjjare pralayam gala ll” 

This represents tke exact, position of Vaisnavism before 
the advent of Vallabha and Caitanya in the 15th and the 10th 
centuries. The legends about Vallabha and his son, Vitthala 
are to lx* found in large numbers in No. 3124. “ Caitanyacarit a- 
mrta”, a biography of Caitanya in Sanskrit, written by Kavi- 
karnapura is to be found in No. 3130. This work is to be 
differentiated from a famous work of the same name and on 
the same subject by Krsnadasa Kaviraja in Bengali. In the 
generation succeeding Caitanya the leadership of the Vaisnavas 
of Bengal devolved upon Srinivasa Acaryya, a list of whose 
followers is given in No. 3131. 

The religion preached by Nan aka is represented in k ‘Nania- 
vatara” ( No. 3125), 44 Nanakaeandrodaya” ( Nos. 3120-8) and 
Gurusiddhantaparijata (No. 3129). The Nanakacandrodaya 
is a Sanskrit translation of a Panjabi work related by Vala 
to Angada, one of the earliest Gurus of the Sikh sect. The 
translation was made by Gangarania, a SannyasI, at the in- 
stance of Raja Bhaga Malta. Two more chapters were added 
to the Sanskrit version by Devaraja, bringing the story down 
to the 10th Guru of the Sikh sect, Guru* Govinda. 

There was, in the sixteenth century, a leader of Vaisnavism 
at Delhi, named Hitaharivamsa. No. 3132 contains two 
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works by two of his followers on his achievements as a 
Vaisnava Guru, and those of his followers. 

In conclusion, I have to, thank Mr. Johan van Manen, 
General Secretary to the Asiatic Society of Bengal, for ex- 
pediting the work of printing this Catalogue , and to my 
assistants Pandits Ashutosha Tarkatirtha and Nanigopal 
Banerji for their whole-hearted co-operation in my work.

This is an epic poem in 20 cantos. Surjana belonged to the 
Ha# Cauhan family. The geneology of the family commences 
in this work with Vasudeva Diksita who had his capital at Vrn- 
davatl. Ajayapala of this family founded the city of Ajaya- 
meru or Ajmere. Several generations after Ajaya Pala came 
Prthviraja who lost the kingdom of Ajmere in his war with 
SahavuddinGhori. Some generations after, Hamvira Raja forti- 
fied Ranastambhapura or Rintambore. Alauddin attacked it 
and took it after a long seize, but left it in the hands of the Cau- 
hans. Akvar took it from Surjana Simha and gave him Cunar 
in exchange. With the death of Surjana Sinha and the corona- 
tion of his son Bhima the work comes to an end . It is practically 
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a work of Bardic Chronicle, but Candrasekhara lias embellished 
it with poetic descriptions. lie is remarkably accurate in his 
history and geography. He wrote it at the request of Surjana 
Simha but apparently finished it after his death. 

Surjjana Siiiiha was the founder of the family of the Rajas 
of Hadavati, namely, the Rajs of Bundi and Kota.

Then after consolidating the Kirata country, he returned 
home by boats. 

Then the author describes the reign of Ratna Candra, as one 
of the subsequent kings in Magadha ; and gives the story of 
the Brahmana Nllakantha, for which see Cs. Vol. V. No. 71. 

Then Pandita Jagamohan gives the history of his patron’s 
family. Their original home was in Avantfpura and they 
were descendants of Vikramaditva, the founder of the second 
Sakaera.

His son was Ratula who 
settled at Pithaghatta and his grand-son was Vaijala, the patron 
of the author. His mother’s name was Madhumatl. He 
lost his father in his childhood. 

That Ms. has 103 leaves and is 
described as containing the latter part of the work. The 
end of the work which is quoted in Cs. V. 71 and which gives 
the date of the death of Vaijala is to be found in leaf 11 B of 
the present Ms. (Sec ante .)

condition, notable among them was Krsna Siddhanta who was 

born in Saka 1 I GO ( ). 

It gives a glowing description of Taki and many wealthy 
families there, notably the Chaudhuris. It mentions Durlabha 
Guha who came from CandradvTpa to Taki, his son Bhavanl- 
dasa Guha, his son Krsnadasa, the five sons of the latter, 
Raghunatha Raya, Ramadeva Raya, Ratnesvara Raya, Radha- 
kanta Raya and Kesava Raya ; Ragh unfit ha’s son Ramanatha, 
and Ramanfitha’s son Rama Sarana. It mentions also Gokula 
Nad§ whose Pata is well-known in the country. 

It gives the history of the family of Pratapaditya: — 
Srlhari and Janakivallablm, Kayasthas by caste, come from 
Candradvlpa to Ranmkeli and being good Persian scholars, 
secured good appointments under the government and were at 
last made ministers by Dayuda, son of llosen Shah Srlhari. (?) is 
given the surname of Vikrama from his administrative abilities 
and Janakivallablm was called Vasanta Raya. The ministers 
begin to carry away the royal treasure of Gauda, and hoard it in 
the fort at Dhumraghatta, 21 miles to the south east of Taki. 
Meanwhile Dayuda, becomes very turbulent and fails to pay 
the annual tribute to Dillisvara. The favourite ministers of 
Dauda inform against him to the emperor who sends a huge 
army to Gauda at once. Dayuda fled away and the Minister 
Brothers, too, fl^d to Dhumraghatta near Yasora, carrying all 
the royal treasure with them on the back of camels, and fortified 
their fort. And there Pratapaditya the renowned son of 
Vikrama, was bom. It further speaks of Gunananda a devotee 
of Yasoresvarl, who was killed by Manasimha, along with 
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Pratapaditya. Then Kacu-Raya, the son of Vasanta Raya was 
placed on the throne of Yasora. He built a fine palace at Nuna- 
nagara. His descendants at Nunanagara, were Nllakantha 
who rose to sonic distinction. His son was Mukunda Deva 
whose son was Krsnadeva Raya whose son’s name was Govinda 
Deva Raya.

The Ms. contains nearly 100 addresses, presented to Vidya- 
nidhi Kavindra, a Sanyas! at Benares about the middle of 
the 17th century. 

This Vidyanidhi Kavindra was a remarkable historical 
figure. On the annexation of the Nizam Shah! dominions to 
the Mogal empire, he migrated to Benares. It seems he had 
much landed state in the Marhatta country and was a very 
rich man.’ His learning was phoenominal, if the addresses are 
to be believed. He was a great patron of learning. The 
indigent students of Benares looked upon Narayana Bhatta 
during the middle of the sixteenth century as their patron ; 
and at the end of the 16th and at the beginning of the 17th 
century Narayana’s son Sankara became a patron of students. 
After Sankara’s death Kavindra took his place. 


The Moghul emperors used to levy a tax on pilgrims visiting 
the holy places of Benares and Prayaga. Vidyanidhi was 
requested to have the tax remitted. He went with a large 
retinue of ‘scholars to Agra. Saha Jahan was then the emperor 
and his eldest son Dara Shiko was his right hand man. Vidya- 
nidhi pleaded the cause of the pilgrifns so eloquently at the 
Am Durbar that the Omras of the Moghul court admired his 
eloquence and Saha Jahan was so much pleased with his 
learning and his advocacy that he not only abolished the tax, 
but also conferred ‘the title of Sarva-vidya-nidhana on him. 
Henceforward Vidyanidhi became known as Sarva-vidya- 
nidhana Kavindra Sarasvati. 


When he returned to Benares, addresses poured upon him 
from all parts of India, about a hundred of which were edited 
by his treasurer Srikrsnacarya. The present Ms. contains 
these addresses with a preface by Srikrsna. The addresses 
were signed by Pandits from all parts of India, the most 
notable of whom was, Ramadeva, the son of Visvanatha 
Tarkapancanana of Navadvlpa, the author of Bhasapariccheda. 

Vidyanidhi had a passion for the collection of manuscripts. 
It is not known when and how his library was dissipated. But 
at the present moment Mss. often come to the Benares market 
stamped ^ith the seal of Sarva-vidya-nidhana Kavindra 
Sarasvati.

In the 2nd prakarana is given the story of Visnu Svami, 
the son of a minister of a king of Dravida who, by his 
devotion, saw Krsna in his real form and received from him the 
Vaisnava method of worship. He founded a sect in which, long 
after him, flourished Viivamahgala. Valla bha was a follower of 
this sect. 

The third chapter gives the history of ‘the rise of Sankara’s 
sect. Sankara is regarded as an incarnation of Siva who 
came to the world with the express object of confounding 
men. Then comes the story of Kumarapala and Hemacarva, 
and the prevalancc of Jainism in Guzerat. and of the expul- 
sion of Brahmanas therefrom. But Hemacarva was at 
last defeated ill argument by Devaprabodha Bhatfacarya, 
and Hema w r as condemned to death. Then comes the 
story of Madhvacarya who deserted Sankara’s sect and 
founded a sect of his own, having received his ‘inspiration 
from Itamacandra direct. Between Viivamahgala and Madh- 
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Vacarya was born at Dravida, a learned Brahmana Ramanuja 
by name, who received his inspiration from LaksmI and founded 
a sect. Nimbaditya was born at Pandarpur famous for its 
great shrine of Viththala. He founded a new sect. All these 
founders wrote commentaries on Upanisads, Gita, Bhagavata 
and Vyasasuttra according to their own theories and many 
independent treatises too. There is a sloka about the spread 
of the theory of Bhakti in 7B.

From Vidyanagara, Vallabha proceeded to Prayaga, Ka£l 
and Vadarikasrama. At Vadarikasrama Vvasa appeared before 
him and granted him the boon of Omniscience. Vallabha 
came to Haridyara and thence to Kuruksettra. There he 
became the guest at Thanesvara of Hamananda who wor- 
shipped Visnu according to the Tantrk system. He was a 
worshipper of the stone Sfdagrama. Vallabha remonstrated 
with him saying that the stone is merely a temple. You 
should worship the image of Krsna. lie did not agree, but 
his brother Sankara agreed and became a disciple of Prabhu- 
pada under the name of Prabhudasa. Vallabha came to 
Benares, where under inspiration from Krsna he married and 
had two sons Gopinatha and Vitthala. Goplnatha died early 
leaving a son Purusottama. Vitthala had many sons Giridhara 
and others. Vitthala was the high Pontiff when the author 
wrote. 

Vallabha was throughout his married life a Vedie Brahmana 
and kept up the sacrificial fire. 

At Benares he came in conflict with the followers of San- 
kara. The controversy continued for six months. Upendrasrama, 
a noted name among the followers of Sankara put a stop to 
the controversy by his personal influence. But some of his 
followers wanted to take the life of Vallabha. So he fled to 
Cunar, where he stopped for some time at Cyavnniisrama. 
Then he went to the district of Mathura where he built a 
temple and worshipped Krsna according to his own tenets. 
Kesava Bhatta Kasmlri of the place became his friend. 
Ke£ava heard the exposition of the whole of the Bhagavata 
from Vallabha but did not become his disciple. But Madhava 
Bhatta and others, disciples of Kesava joined Vallabha who 
utilised them in the work of writing his commentary on the 
Bhagavata. Narayana Misra, a Kanyakubja Brahmana also 
became his disciple. At this tiftie a large number of Brahmanas 
from the east, w'est and south and Ksatriyas became his disci- 
ples. Once on a time when he was sitting at his case just before 
dusk at Gokula the young Krsna came to him arid requested him 
to follow. He followed the Lord across the Yamuna to a great 
distance up to Govardhana where Kr$na pointed out to him the 
spot where fie sported with Itadhika in solitude, the place was 
known only to Vis$u Svami and Villvamarigala. Subsequently 
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that place became the chief place of worship of Vallabha’* 
sect. Vallabha met Srik’rsna Caitanya at Puri. He wrote a 
commentary on Bhagavadgita and 32 Upanisads. His chief 
disciples at’ Dvaraka were Narayana .Dvivedi and Acyuta 
srama. Ranii Vyasa \tfas at fiist a disciple of Ramananda, but 
he at last became a disciple of Vallabha at Purl. Bhafta Vatsa 
and Dvivedi Govimla were also his disciples.
